PREMIER TO BEAR BRUNT 

There will be few actual engage- 
ments during the visit of the Prince 
of Wales, from what can be learned 
at the present time. Premier Stan- 


ley Baldwin will probably carry the 
chief burden of public appearances. 


During the Prince’s three-day stay in 
Ottawa, only Wednesday, August 8, 
will be taken up with official duties. 
His royal highness will at noon on 
that day unveil the altar of sacrifice 
in the memorial chamber of the Vic- 
tory Tower. Later he will unveil the 
statute of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, re- 
cently erected on Parliament Hill and 
then visit the international pouitry 


congress while it is in session. Prern- 
ier Baldwin will address Canadiaa 


clubs in Montreal, Ottawa and To® 
onto. While in Ottawa both the 
Prince’s and premier’s parties will be 
guests at the government house. 

In Ottawa, Mrs. Baldwin will ad- 
dress the Women’s Canaaian Club. Al 
though no official confirmation can be 
secured, it is reported as quite likely 
that the Prince will visit the United 
States after stopping at his ranch at 
High River. It is known that his roy 
al highness will pay official calls at 
Vancouver and Victoria. 

After leaving Ottawa the two 
parties will go to Brockville where 
they will go aboard a private yacht 
and cruise through the Thousand Is- 
lands to Kingston where there will be 
an hour’s reception. Then they will 
proceed by boat to Toronto. In Tor- 
onto there will be a state dinner as 
well as a Canadian Club luncheon 
probably on Saturday, and Sunday 
the royal party will make an informal 
trip to Niagara Falls. Afterwards 
they will start for Banff. 

From High River the Prince’s ptans 
are uncertain, laryely depending upon 
his own wishes regarding the length 
of his stay. In any event, some pro- 
gram of official stops at Western 
Canawiian cities will be worked our 
for the trip east.

period in 1926-27 is 19,991 cars as 
compared with 22,225 cars in the 
same time in 1925-26, 


Twenty country elevators have been 
purchasedl by the Alberta Wheat Pool 
from the United Grain Company, Ltd. 
according to an announcement from 
the offices of the pool during the 
past week. ‘These elevators are lo- 
cated at Czar, Carbon, Halkirk, 
Hughenden, Irricana, Magrath, Big 
Valley, Bashaw, Byemoor, Elnora, 
Excel, Meeting Creek, Mecheche, 
Rumsey, Rowley, Sibbalt, Chinook, 
Youngstown, Cereal and Endiang. 
The Alberta Wheat Pool now owns a 
total of 135 elevators in the province 
and it is expected that this number 
will be increased to 150 betore the 
1927 crop begins to move to market. 


Hail damage to crops this season 


to date has been lighter than usual, 
according to reports received at tne 


office of the Hail Insurance Board of 
Alberta. While some districts mave 
been visited by storms, damage has 
been largely of a local nature and in 
no case has a large area been affect- 
ed. Owing to the excellent prospects 
for a heavy crop throughout the prov- 
ince a larger than usual amount of 
hail insurance has been written. 


Further proof of the wealth of Al- 
berta oil fields appears in the reports 
of two strikes made during the past 
week in wells in the Turner Valley 
field. At the Dalhousie No. 5 well a 
heavy flow of crude oil testing anout 
42 Beaume is reported at a depth of 
4,325» feet, while at the Regent well, 
production of crude oil testing about 
60 Beaume was reached at 2,365 feet.

The luxuriant vegetation of the 


country drained by the world famous 
Peace River in Northern Alberta and 
British Columbia, ts one of fits most 
remarkable charactoristics, according 


to an exhaustive report recently pub- 
lished by the Natural Resources In- 
telligence Service of the Departument 
of the Interfor at Ottawa. Though 
the growing season is short, the rate 
of growth is rapid in midsummer, es- 
peclally with respect to grasses, 
cereals, vegetables, shrubs and sinall- 
er plants. There are no barren or 
desert areas. The nearest approach 
to any natural lack of vegetation is 
sometimes seen on high areas of open 
prairies in exceptionally dry seasons, 
when the native upland hay is some- 
times short and light in consequence.

A complete survey to ascertain the 
amount of suitable farming land ly- 
ing within easy access of the E. D. & 
B.C. and A, & G.W. railway lines will 
be undertaken by the provincia! goy- 
ernment during the present summer 
and fall in order to secure accurate 
information as to the potential wealth 
of the part of the province served by 
the government-owned railways. ‘This 
survey will be in charge of Alfred 
Chard, freight rate and traffic super- 
visor for the province, who will as- 
semble and compile all available da- 
ta. Field men will later be sent out 
to go over the ground not already 
covered in the preliminary inspection. 
Much information as to the amount 
of agricultural land availabvie in 
crown land areas and Indian Reserve; 
will be secured from the files and rec 
ords of the Dominion Government. 

There was a great increase in 
branches of civil aviation in Canaua 
during 1926, according to the 
report of the aero branch of the De- 
partment of National Defence, which 
says: ‘The number of flights mack 
rose 50 per cent., while the flying 
time shows an increase of 43 per cent. 
over the previous year. The passen- 
ger, freight and mail traffic, the area 
recovered by reconnaissance, forest- 
type sketching and aerial photogr a 
phy, the personnel employed ana the 
number of aircraft registered all 
show a corresponding increase. The 
records of the year show that fiying 
carried out for forest protection, sur 
vey, exploration,. forest reconnais- 
sance and transportation to the re- 
moter parts of the country has pas- 
sed beyond the pioneer stage and that 
given efficient management and suit- 
able types of aircraft, its extension 
in these fields will come naturally on 
an economic basis.
